During the summer of 1964, green crab control was con- 
ducted in the same manner as in 1963, by maintaining trawl 
lines baited with poisoned fish along the banks of the clam 
flats. Two Wells high school students, Melvin Burgess and 
Jack Miller, were employed by the Town to maintain the 
trawl lines and conduct the necessary crab and clam surveys. 
Robert Saunders, who has worked on this program for three 
years, returned to help Burgess and Miller and, more im- 
portant, to make an extensive evaluation of previous and up- 
to-date data, which has resulted in a complete report of crab 
control work achieved in Wells from 1961 through 1964. 


At the end of the summer, when poisoning was discontin- 
ued, one man was retained to study the crab activity during 
the months of September, October and November, by fishing 

baited crab traps on a weekly basis. 


Results of this work indicate, as in previous years, that 
crab control has proven to be effective in reducing the green 
crab populations during the period of application. It was also 
found that crab intensities increase during the fall months to 
a peak number in late October or early November, depending 
on the first cold weather, when they become inactive. 


On the basis of these results, it is recommended that the 
crab control program be continued in 1965 through the months 
of September and October. Zt is recommended, for more 
effective control, to increase the amount of trawl line bait 
and labor. By employing two people to maintain the trawls 
and working two tides each day, the increase in the budget 
for 1965 would only amount to $100. The proposed budget for 
1965 is as follows:

Report of Activities for the Year 1964 


During the year 1964 we were called upon to render 
emergency services to the community a total of two hundred 
sixty-three times. We try to answer as many calls as possible 
on still alarms but as only one man is on duty at a time it 
was necessary to blow the alarm whistle on 49 different times 
to call in extra men. We answered one hundred one fire calls, 
and thirty-three miscellaneous calls. This is the second year 
in a row that the total fire loss in our district was under one 
hundred dollars. I sincerely hope that we continue this record. 


Our ambulance answered 129 calls this year. This service 
is operated by the members of this Department with volun- 
teer labor on a non-profit basis. We operate as an emergency 
unit and can be anywhere in Wells or Ogunquit in a matter 
of minutes. Our ambulance is radio equipped so that we can 
alert the hospital on the type of case we are bringing in. The 
ambulance is housed in a heated building so that the bed and 
other equipment in the ambulance are warm when we pick 
anybody up in cold weather. We only use our ambulance to 
haul the sick and injured to and from the hospital. We have 
no other use for it. It is maintained as a public service by the 
members of this Department at no cost to the Town of Wells.

1964 


The Wells High School baseball team won the Southern Di- 
vision title of the York County League. They lost to Old 
Orchard Beach High School in the playoff for the County 
Championship. 


The outstanding event of the year, athletically, for Wells 
High School was the tremendous victory scored at the state 
track meet where Wells won the State Championship in its 
class by overwhelming all competition. 


1964 was a slow year for the Wells Schools. There was 
little that was outstanding academically. We had no Merit 
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Finalists. We did not win the Union Spelling Bee. There were 
many changes in teacher personnel. We lost some strong teach- 
ers that we hated to see go. I am very pleased with the re- 
placements, however. The new additions to the staff are 
working hard and show promise of becoming excellent 
teachers. We were fortunate to fill all our vacancies before 
school started. 


It was necessary to add a division to grade 1 and a pre- ; 


primary teacher for half a day at Wells Elementary School. A 
Remedial Reading teacher was added to the Wells Elemen- 
tary staff. This gives the Wells Elementary School an excel- 
lent program with a good pupil-teacher ratio, a special edu- 
cation class, a remedial reading instructor and a full time 
supervising principal. We have requested a secretary (part 
time) to relieve the principal of the clerical duties so that he 
can properly perform the work of a principal and not have to 
spend so much of his time on clerical detail. 


A study of the enrollment figures will shcw that we are 
faced with a space problem at Wells Elementary School. If our 
Junior Primary enrollment is as large as it has been the last 
two years, we shall need 1% teachers and 2- rooms, three 
rooms for grade 1, three rooms for grade 2, two rooms for 
grade 3, two rooms for grade 4, two rooms for grade 5, two 
rooms for grade 6, and a room for the special education 
class, 17 rooms in all. There are only 15 rooms in the 
Elementary School. We could use a room at the Junior High 
School; we did this year. That is not a good situation and 
still leaves us a room short of our needs. 


By taking some pupils from the Moody and Tatnic areas 
to the Ogunquit Village School, we could use two vacant 
rooms there and have a grade-to-a-room situation, which the 
teachers prefer. The Ogunquit School would then have two 
sessions of the Junior Primary, grades 1, 2, 3 and 4, with 
about 140 pupils. Wells Elementary School would have 1 
Junior Primary room, 2 first grades, 2 second grades, one 
third grade, one fourth grade, 2 fifth grades, three sixth 
grades, the special education class and the remedial group, 
14 rooms in all. This would make it possible to continue the 
program as it is now operating and leave a room available 
for future needs. The teachers at the Ogunquit School will be 
much happier with one grade to a room. It will not be neces- 
sary to build an addition to Wells Elementary School nor to

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staff the rooms, once built. Thus, we would be using existing 
facilities to maximum efficiency.

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REPORT OF WELLS JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


February 2, 1965 


To: The Superintending School Committee 
and the Townspeople of Wells: 


Last February our boys’ basketball team, under the di- 
rection of Mr. David Bois, was invited to participate in the 
South Berwick Pioneers Boosters Club Junior High Basketball 
Tournament. Although their season record was poor and they 
entered the tournament definite underdogs, they were able 
to rise to the occasion and emerged with a surprise champion- 
ship. We at Wells Junior High are very proud of these boys. 


Starting this fall we initiated a student council in the 
Junior High to help get an exchange of views between the 
students and the faculty. We hope this will also help the stu- 
dents become better acquainted with democratic processes. I 
feel it has been well received by both the students and the 
faculty. 


The Math Club has been renewed for another year under 
the supervision of Mr. Raymond Johnson and interest seems 
to be as high as it was a year ago. 


We have been fortunate to obtain Mr. Charles MacDon- 
ald to teach Science and coach the girls’ basketball team for 
us this year. He has been doing a very fine job in both posi- 
tions. 


This year we are offering special courses in Algebra, Com- 
position and Home Economics along with our regular classes. 


Our annual magazine drive went very well again this 
year thanks to the industriousness of our students and the co- 
operation of the townspeople. The money gained from this 
activity will be used to purchase needed materials in the 
Junior High and to support our athletic program. 


Our boys’ basketball team this year has entered the 
Southern York County Junior High School Basketball League. 
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This is the first year the league has been in operation and 
we are proud to be a part of it. Our record at this time is 
not outstanding, but the play of the boys is improving very 
rapidly under the direction of their coach, Mr. Johnson. 


The cheerleaders have done their usual outstanding job 
thanks to the help of Mrs. Roberge. 


We are fortunate this year to be able to have two stu- 
dent teachers, for the second semester, from Gorham State 
Teachers College. They are Mr. Lauren Maling, who will be 
working with Mrs. Watson in English and Mr. Doug Jowett 
who will be with Mr. Baston in Social Studies. I am sure both 
the student teachers and the school will benefit from this 
association. 


I would like to thank the superintendent, superintending 
school committee, students, and townspeople for their coopera- 
tion in making the 1964 school year another successful and 
productive period.

REPORT OF WELLS HIGH SCHOOL 


February 3, 1965 


To The Superintending School Committee and 
The Townspeople of Wells: 


We began the school year with a total of fourteen full 
time and two part time faculty members. In October a third 
part time teacher was added to the staff giving us a second 
social studies teacher. Of the seventeen faculty members nine 
were new to the system. The teacher turnover was unusually 
high. The previous four years saw a turnover of about two 
teachers per year. 
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I feel strongly that we will be able to retain most of our 
good teachers for the coming school year due to the 


(1) implementation of a new salary schedule in September, 
1965 


(2) good working conditions, and 


(3) generally cooperative students, schoolmen, and towns- 
people. 


Our enrollment on opening day was 259. Since September 
the total number of drop-outs has been balanced by transfers 
to Wells High leaving us with an enrollment of 259 at the 
present time. We expect to begin the next school year with 
an enrollment of about 269. 


One change has been made in our curriculum as the re- 
sult of recommendations by the State Department of Edu- 
cation. Home Economics IV has been eliminated from the 
program. Home Economics III can be taken during either the 
junior or senior year. This arrangement makes it possible 
for our Home Economics girls to add an extra academic 
course to their program. 


Mr. Douglas Lee, our Biology instructor, is using radioac- 
tive materials in the teaching of Advanced Biology. Mr. Lee 
attended a NDEA institute during the summer of 1964 where 
he was one of a select group taught to use the materials and 
equipment efficiently and effectively. 


The Shop Math which was added to the Industrial Arts 
course a year ago has proven to be very successful. Mr. Mer- 
rill has been able to closely correlate the math course with 
his industrial arts work. 


Our drop-out rate has remained at about the same level 
as it was a year ago, that is, about 5%. The national average 
is about 30%. We still must do all we can to enhance our 
program here at the High School to better meet the needs of 
our youth. Unfortunately we can not meet all of these needs 
at the present (perhaps we never will) because of the small 
size of our institution and because of the lack of motiva- 
tion emanating from some of the homes. 
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Fifty-five percent of our 1964 graduates are successfully 
continuing their educations. The breakdown is as follows:

We must constantly bear in 
mind, however that students, teachers, administrators, officials, 
and townspeople must strive to continually improve upon 
that which seems to be adequate. Our society is changing 
at a rapid rate and we must change with it or become lost. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the super- 
intendent, superintending school committee, students, budget 
committee, selectmen, town manager, and townspeople for 
having helped to make this another successful and good 
school year.

February, 1965 


To the Superintendent, Superintending School Committee, 
and Townspeople: 


This is our opportunity to pay respect and tribute to our 
former principal, Mrs. Eleanor Adams, who for many years 
served the children and the people of this community. 


I am pleased to have been requested to submit a report 
from the Ogunquit Village School. We are having a success- 
ful year, although we, the teachers, would like to see the en- 
rollment sufficient enough to justify another teacher, with 
each of us having a one-grade situation. 


There are three teachers at our school. Mrs. Carolyn 
Davis teaches pre-primary and grade one. Her highest enroll- 
ment has been 29. Mrs. Helena Rode teaches grade two and 
three. Her highest enrollment has been 25. I teach grades four 
and five. My highest enrollment has been 23. Our highest en- 
rollment this year has been 77. 


I am grateful to Mrs. Davis and Mrs. Rode for the ex- 
cellent work they are doing. 


On Monday afternoon, Mr. Spencer comes for instrumental 
instruction. 


On Tuesday morning, we are visited by the speech thera- 
pist, Mr. O’Keefe, who gives special attention to children 
needing help. The results of this program are extremely help- 
ful to the children. 


We are enjoying an exceptionally fine music program. 
Mrs. Judith Brazier, the music teacher, comes on Wednesday 
for vocal instruction. At Christmas time we had a Christmas 
Assembly for the children and we are now making plans for 
a spring program. 


We have no physical education teacher but the classroom 
teachers are devoting the afternoon recess to this program. 
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I am disappointed that we do not have a remedial read- 
ing teacher this year. With the two-grade situation our time 
is limited and we feel that our children would benefit from 
having such a program. . 


We are very grateful for all the new books that were 
added to our classroom libraries this year and we hope to 
purchase more books with the funds the P.T.A. has provided. 


We are very proud of our cafeteria program, which is 
under the able supervision of Mrs. Tressie Larsen and her 
assistant, Mrs. Helen Ramsdell. The meals are tasty, hot, and 
on time from the meticulously clean kitchen. The credit for 
the establishment of this lunch program belongs to the Par- 
ents’ Club. The Village Corporation now makes an annual 
contribution toward its support for which we are grateful. 


We are also very grateful to Mr. John McLaughlin, our 
custodian, for his excellent cooperation. We all take pride 
in our building. We welcome visitors at any time to see our 
classrooms at work. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank Mr. John- 
son, the Superintending School Committee, Mrs. Grant, Mr. 
Ward, students and parents for their excellent cooperation in 
striving to make this another successful and profitable year.

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REPORT OF WELLS ELEMENTARY SCHOOL » 


To the Superintendent, Superintending School Committee, 
and the Citizens of Wells: 


The faculty of Wells Elementary School numbers 16% 
this year, instead of 14, as in the preceding year. We have 
added a third Pre-primary division for a half-day session, a 
third First Grade teacher and a full-time Remedial Reading 
teacher. 


In addition, we have the services of a Speech Therapist 
from the Portsmouth Rehabilitation Center for one day a 
week. This program, and the very excellent work done by 
Mrs. Ruby Redding in Remedial Reading, provides help of 
the greatest value to children in the elementary grades. 


The enrollment at this time is 398, an increase of 31 
from June of 1964, and an increase of 45 in the last two 
years. We must anticipate a further growth next year, and 
the Administration and the School Committee are studying 
to work out an arrangement which will most effectively 
solve this problem. . 


We feel ourselves fortunate in the excellence of our 
Music Program, under the direction of Mrs. Judith Brazier, 
Music Supervisor, and Mr. Raymond Spencer, Director of Band 
and Instrumental Music. The Glee Club, made up of Fifth and 
Sixth Grade pupils, combined with the Junior Band at Christ- 
mas to present a fine program which many of you enjoyed. 
These two groups are preparing for exchange concerts at 
Lebanon and Wells on March 5th and March lith. There will 
be at least two other programs in the Spring. 


Our Special Education Class, taught by Mr. Wormwood, 
provides opportunities of the greatest value to pupils whose 
needs cannot be met in the regular classroom. Their achieve- 
ments, under conditions favorable to their requirements, are 
tremendously gratifying. 


This year is the first in which the so-called Modern Arith- 
metic is being presented in all six grades. Previously, it has 
been used with great success in several areas in our school, 
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and we feel that its use consecutively throughout the grades 
enables us to develop a betier foundation of mathematical un- 
derstandings and application. 


A complete series of the latest Reading books is being 
ordered, for use beginning next September. We are making a 
survey of the possible advantages an ungraded reading pro- 
gram might provide. This is a plan being used increasingly 
in the United States, and which seems to have many points 
to recommend it. 


Approximately $200 has been donated by a Library Com- 
mittee of the P.T.A. This will purchase a good number of 
books for our library, which is appreciatively used by stu- 
dents in all grades. 


The Wells school system has been most fortunate in that 
the Wells-Ogunquit Health Association has presented us with 
an audiometer. This machine will enable us to give valid 
hearing tests at regular intervals to all pupils, thus making 
it possible for even slight deficiencies to be identified in a 
way that the so-called “Whisper Test” could not possibly 
equal. We expect that these testings, with indicated treat- 
ment by a specialist, will greatly benefit many children who 
are experiencing difficulty in learning. 


With money presented to us by an enterprising group of 
parents, we have added to our playground equipment a set of 
basketball backboards, a set of eight swings, and three teth- 
erballs. In the spring, posts will be set for a volley-ball net. 
This equipment is most appreciated, and the children derive 
great benefit and enjoyment from it. 


Gorham State Teachers College has assigned the fol- 
lowing student teachers to our school: George Perkins, a mu- 
sic major, teaching under the direction of Mrs. Brazier, Music 
Supervisor; and Sheila Stillings, who will teach in the Pre- 
Primary under the direction of Mrs. Margaret Belleau. 


Students of the Fifth and Sixth Grades are receiving in- 
struction in Physical Education for one period each week 
with Miss Terri Daly, of the high school faculty. 
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-On Saturdays, Mr. George Langille, of Wells High School, 
and Mr. William Staples, Fifth Grade teacher, have basket- 
ball practice with the boys of Grades Four, Five and Six. 


A fire klaxon has been installed in the corridor of the 
main building, to be used in place of the regular corridor 
bell in case of fire, thus eliminating any possible confusion 
as to the meaning of signals in an emergency. 


Tt has been a pleasure to work with the Superintendent 
and School Committee this year and I would like to express 
to them and the citizens of the town my thanks for the co- 
operation that we have received this year.

CASH ON HAND AND IN BANKS $ 35,331.11 


The cash balances were checked and ascertained to be in 
agreement with the amount on hand and on deposit. Indepen- 
dent confirmation was made with the depositories of all bank 
balances. 


INVESTMENTS $ 770.00 


This asset consists of 81 shares of common capital stock 
in the First National Bank of Portland, on which dividends 
of $194.40 were earned during the year under review. Your 
Treasurer presented the stock certificate for examination dur- 
ing our audit. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE $ 16,064.95 


Amounts due from the state for highway construction, and 
from the state, cities and towns for pauper assistance comprise 
the above amount, the details of which are set forth in Schedule 
2. With the exception of the amount due for state poor, we have 
made confirmation by direct correspondence or by other al- 
ternative methods, of the amounts due. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE $ 75,484.33 


Taxes committed to the Tax Collector for the municipal 
year were checked and found to be accounted for either in 
cash, abatements or remaining outstanding on the Collector’s 
records. In the last mentioned category, the outstanding bal- 
ances had not been completely reconciled with the controlling 
account at the time of our examination. 


Approximately fifty mail requests for confirmation were 
made of 45.1% of uncollected taxes for the year 1964, as 
computed on a dollar basis. 


We present in Schedule 1, a summary of uncollected taxes 
for all years remaining on the books at the close of the year. 
Action was taken by the Board of Selectmen during the year 
in writing off $1,858.74 of uncollectible, and in some instances 
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unidentifiable taxes for the years 1950 to 1957 inclusive. It 
is recommended that similar action be taken with regard to 
the years 1958 to 1963 after proper scrutiny of the component 
items, at which time the unrealistic credit balance in the 1963 
account can be adjusted. 


TAX LIENS $ 10,339.61 
TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY $ 2,930.78 


Details of the amounts comprising these two accounts are 
set forth in Schedules 6 and 7, annexed to this report. 


Independent confirmation by mail was made of 66.4% of 
the total tax liens outstanding for the years 1963 and 1962, as 
computed on a dollar basis. Tax acquired property sales for 
the year 1964 accounted for a gain of $412.15 over the taxed 
amounts, part of which is attributable interest and other 
costs involved. 


MUNICIPAL OWNED PROPERTY $ 56.45 


Tracts of cut-over timberland, deeded to the Town, repre- 
sent the above amount. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE $ 9,245.31 


In Schedule 3, will be flound a list of the items making 
up the above amount. Two of the items are routine and self- 
explanatory. The amount due the Equipment Trust Fund of 
$8,966.71, represents amounts earned by the use of town 
equipment, mainly on roads that had not been transferred 
to the special savings account maintained for purchases of 
equipment, by the close of the fiscal year. 


OTHER LIABILITIES $ 40,216.73 


Outstanding balances of amounts withheld from wages 
and due the Federal Government for withholding and social 
security taxes, plus an unpaid tax anticipation loan of 1961, 
make up the above total.. During the year, the tax anticipa- 
tion loan was reduced by $20,000.00, to $35,000.00 as voted in 
Article 31 at the annual town meeting. 
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RESERVE FOR AUTHORIZED EXPENDITURES $ 29,839.13 


This amount represents the excess of unexpended bal- 
ances over overdrafts, being carried forward to the ensuing 
year. The individual amounts comprising this total are 
found in the last column of the Statement of Departmental 
Operations—Exhibit D, attached to this report. 


UNAPPROPRIATED SURPLUS $ 61,010.14 


A detailed analysis of the activity in this account is 
presented in Exhibit E. Departmental balances lapsed, supple- 
mental and unappropriated excise taxes collected, profit on 
sale of tax acquired property, along with interest and charges 
collected on taxes and liens have all been added during the 
year. In addition, the $20,000.00 payment on a prior years 
tax anticipation loan as voted at the annual town meeting is 
restored to surplus because the liability therefore had been 
set up in 1961. 


Deductions consisted of abatements granted, uncollectible 
accounts receivable and taxes of prior years written off, as 
well as amounts appropriated out of surplus at the annual 
town meeting, amounting in all to $17,777.25. This resulted in 
a net gain for the year of $37,185.03, or a balance of $61,010.14 
as at December 31, 1964. 


DEBT FUND $582,500.00 


During the-year, the town debt was reduced by $50,000.00 
by the retirement of outstanding bonds falling due within 
the period. In support, we examined the cancelled bonds. De- 
tails of remaining bonds outstanding, dates, maturity and 


other pertinent data, appear in Schedule 4. ;

Detail of the trust funds is reported in Schedule 5. 


Corporate surety bonds issued by the Maine Bonding and 
Casualty Company, covering responsible officials, were ex- 
amined. 


Excise tax collections were checked by scrutiny of the 
copies retained by the Collector and compared with the 
amounts reported and were found to be in order without ex- 
ception. 
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The overlay was found to be within the legal limit of 


five percent of the appropriations, plus the county tax. 


The abatement book was found to be duly signed by the 


Assessors. . 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
In accordance with Chapter 405, of the Public Laws of

We recognized a considerable improvement in the main- 
tenance of the town records over that of the preceding 
year. A further step in the right direction can be ac- 
complished by bringing your unpaid tax roles into 
agreement with the control accounts set up therefore. Af- 
ter this has been brought about, further action can be 
taken to clear out any deadwood from the remaining 
years, aS was done with respect to the years 1950 to 1957 
in 1964; 


Considerable progress was made in the year under re- 
view of reducing by $20,000.00 the unpaid tax anticipation 
notes of 1961. Our recommendation continues therefore, 
that similar action be taken upon the remaining $35,000.00 
as recommended by the 1964 Budget Committee, in 
order that the violation of Section 13, II, Chapter 90-A, 
Revised Statutes of 1954, be finally cleared off the books; 


We repeat our recommendation No. 5 of last year as to 
currently reflecting discounts allowed for prompt pay- 
ment of taxes on the books not only as a more proper 
method of accounting but also as an aid in control of un- 
paid taxes referred to in recommendation No. 1 above; 


We also repeat our proposal of 1962 and prior years, that 
a system to account for equipment and property of the 
town be maintained, in order to properly control and 
account for such assets; 


The balance sheets, analysis of surplus and the state- 
ment of departmental operations all bear out a good 
financial administration of the Town for the year just 
closed, with departmental overdrafts kept to a mini- 
mum and a substantial improvement of surplus all re- 
flecting this condition.
